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The campaign of the Vulcan 
District Recreation Centre to com¬ 
plete the purchase and rebuilding 
of the former Meadowlark Park 
curling rink, shown above, netted 
about $7,000 in the most recent 
canvass which started Monday, 
June 15. 

On that morning over 20 men 
and women, made up of volunteers 
and members of the Recreation 
Board, took part in a campaign 
breakfast and then' covered most 
of the district and some town 
areas during the day. Other parts 
of the town are yet to be can¬ 


vassed. 

An objective of $85,000 has been 
set to bring the purchase and re¬ 
building to a partial state of com¬ 
pletion and $10,000 has been paid 
on the phase of dismantling and 
hauling of the building to Vulcan 
which is contracted for $30,000. 

Immediate problem of the Rec¬ 
reation Committee is the matter of 
aproximately $17,000 needed to 
clear the balance of this amount. 
Summer farm work and the holi¬ 
day season are mtfking any organ¬ 
ized efforts difficult and at a meet¬ 
ing of some of the committee last 


week it was felt a much larger 
working group will be required to 
run a series of large scale money¬ 
making projects in addition to the 
canvassing. 

The donation of a purebred Her¬ 
eford heifer calf to the cause has 
been made by Neil Giles of Vulcan. 
This will be raffled as another av¬ 
enue of fund raising. Two years 
ago approximately $b00 was raised 
similarly through the raffle of a 
horse donated by Morley Scobie.

Getting Their Priorities Mixed 


If Canadian MPs can spare a moment from wav¬ 
ing the new flag or the old, they might give a 
thought to the question: What, asks The Financial 
Post in an editorial, became of the Redistribution 
Bill? Discussion of the bill, says The Post, got bog¬ 
ged down a month ago in an argument about how the 
commissions, which will redraw the political constit¬ 
uencies map, should be appointed (there will be one 
commission for each province). The government wants 
this job to be purely judicial. The Tory Opposition 
wants party leaders to have a hand in it, an indefen¬ 
sible proposition if, as everyone at Ottawa piously pre¬ 
tends, redistribution is to be taken “out of politics’’. 
Parliament met on February 18. If the Redistribution 
Bill had been passed three months ago (and why 
not?), the electoral commissions could be at work 
now. The time factor is important. It will take a year 
or more, at least in the biggest provinces, to redraw 
constituency boundaries. Then the new maps will 
need parliamentary approval. The existing House of 
Commons represents the predominantly rural Canada 
of a generation ago. It is now possible that the next 
House will be elected from the same ridings because 
MPs are content to let redistribution slide while they 
emit clouds of gas about flags. If they want to kill 
the democratic process stone dead they are certainly 
going the right way about it.

ON THAT SPOT 

With the coming of warm sum¬ 
mer weather comes an influx of 
problem stains. Children playing 
outdoors are prone to grass stains 
on their clothing. When this hap¬ 
pens to your child’s washable gar¬ 
ment, rub immediately in thick hot 
suds. If the stain remains, use a 
commercial bleach or hydrogen 
peroxide. If grass stains occur on 
an unwashable garment, sponge 
the stain with alcohol. This same 
means of removal applies to all 
flower and foliage stains. 

Soft drinks and fruit stains on 
washable garments should be soak¬ 
ed in cool water right away, then 
laundered. If the stain remains and 
the fabric permits, rub the stain 
with liquid detergent or synthetic 
shampoo. Stretch over a bowl and 
pour boiling water from a one to 
three foot height over the stained 


area. Bleaching with an appropri¬ 
ate bleach may be necessary. 

Should you get a soft drink or 
fruit stain on an unwashable gar¬ 
ment, sponge the stained area with 
cool water, and then with diluted 
liquid detergent. Rinse with alco¬ 
hol. If the stain remains, sponge 
with hydrogen peroxide and rinse 
thoroughly. 

Washable garments stained with 
ice-cream should be soaked in cool 
water. Wash then in hot water and 
detergent. Fabrics with a special 
resin finish need a liquid detergent 
or grease solvent applied before 
washing. Ice-cream on an unwash¬ 
able garment should have absor¬ 
bent powder sprinkled on it. 
Sponging with dry cleaning fluid 
may also be helpful in the removal 
of the stain.

approved he would resign and of Commerce 
there would be a general election. From 
Nearly everyone agrees that a 
general election on the flag issue 
would be a disaster for Canada, 
and might well divide the country 
forever. Thus, the flag matter has 
been made a straight partisan and 
political issue which, in my 
opinion, is most unfortunate and 
should not have been done. 

The big question still remains — 

Why did the Prime Minister bring 
such a controversial matter before 
Parliament at this time, when 
other and more urgent matters 
should have been dealt with? 

On the opening day of the Flag 
Debate, Mr. Diefenbaker moved an 
amendment to the flag resolution, 
requesting that a plebiscite be 
taken on the matter, so that the 
people of Canada could have a 
voice in the selection of their flag. 

The Government has indicated that 
it will not accept this amendment. 

The use of a plebiscite in Par¬ 
liamentary democracies is a very 
rare thing, and has only been used 
twice before in Canada; once in 
the last century on the question 
of prohibition, and again in the 
early 1940’s on the question of con¬ 
scription. 

In opposition to a plebiscite it 
can be argued that it is the duty 
of elected M.P.’s to do the 
country's business (that's what 
they are in Parliament for) and 
that the choice of a flag is cer¬ 
tainly a matter of Government 
business and policy. 

In this case, it can be equally 
argued that a plebiscite should be 
taken. Edmund Burke, in his fam¬ 
ous speech to the electors of Bris¬ 
tol early in the last century, in 
what has now become a classic de¬ 
finition of the duties of an M.P., 
pointed out certain things. Most 
important of all, Burke pointed 
out, that it was the duty of an 
M.P. to use his own judgement in 
deciding matters of public interest 
before Parliament, since he (the 
M.P.) had the particular facts and 
information concerning the matter 
at issue at his disposal, and thus 
he is in a better position to make 
the decision than his constituents 
(who in nearly every case would 
not have the information available 
on which to make a decision.)
